Then, Surrey Police were called 
to the site following reports of an 
attempted theft which is believed 
to have occurred at 3.05pm. 

They have launched an enquiry 
to find out whether the fire and the 
theft are linked. 

The fire that threatened to de¬ 
stroy the former Royal British Le¬ 
gion Club in Epsom will not derail 


plans for a nursery to be built on 
the site, contractors say. 

Firefighters battled the fire at 
Federation House in West Street, 
Epsom for hours after being called 
to the building site at about 1.15am 
on Tuesday, December 16. 

Shapes Day Nursery - which al¬ 
ready has a daycare site in Lynn 
Walk, Reigate - will be opening a 
new 100-place nursery in West 
Street in spring 2016. 

Weldin Builders began work on 
the site in July 2015. 

Phil Weldin, manager of the 


company, praised firefighters 
from Epsom, Leatherhead, 
Banstead, Reigate, Esher and 
Chertsey for saving the building. 

Mr Weldin said: “Without the 
fire brigade the building wouldn’t 
be here. They contained the fire to 
a small area and salvaged every¬ 
thing they could. The damage to 
the building is minimal. They’ve 
done a really good job. 

“The nursery will still be open¬ 
ing in April - just as planned.” 

Fire crews used one jet and two 
hose reels from a cherry-picker as

Horseracing purists need not 
worry that the Epsom Derby 
will follow the Grand Nation¬ 
al’s lead in setting an early- 
evening start time, Epsom 
Downs racecourse have said. 

The Grand National, run 
every year at Aintree, in Liv¬ 
erpool, will run an hour later 
than usual next year, at 
5.15pm, which is thought to 
be a better time for television 
audiences. 

But Johnno Spence, a 
spokesman for Epsom Downs 
racecourse, said not only 
would the June 4 race run at 
4.30pm, but that there were 
no plans to push this back 
further. 

He said: “Yes, the Grand 
National is running later this 
year, and I’m sure they did 
that for their own reasons. 

“But we don’t just follow 
what other races do. 

“I can say that there are no 
plans to push the start time 
back any further. 

“The Epsom Derby is spe¬ 
cial, and we don’t need to do 


everything the other courses 
do.” 

The 2015 Derby’s start time 
was pushed back half an 
hour, from 4pm in 2014. 

Simon Dow, the vice-chair¬ 
man of the Epsom Trainers’ 
Association, said increased 
viewing figures attracted by 
an early-evening slot “could¬ 
n’t be ignored”. 

He said: “Obviously tradi¬ 
tion is tradition, but the 
world is changing. 

“The commercial aspect of 
horseracing is much more

important these days and if a 
later time got more viewers 
we’d have to support it. 

“Horseracing people aren’t 
exactly the most receptive to 
change but if that’s the way 
it’s going, so be it.” 

But Mr Dow also said rac¬ 
ing later in the day would 
have several implications for 
the jockeys, trainers, horses 
and punters. 

Because horses must be 
present at the racecourse all 
day, he said, a 5.15pm start 
would result in more fatigued 
horses, both physically and 
mentally. 

He said: “From a trainers’ 
perspective, it would make 
things more difficult, I think. 

“We’re an old-fashioned 
bunch, horseracing is an old- 
fashioned industry so I don’t 
think they’d like it. 

“It would also have an im¬ 
pact on the social aspect of 
race day - people drink all 
day and you’d like them to be 
alert when the main event 
kicks-off. 

“But maybe in the future, if 
and when they eventually 
change the start, future gen¬ 
erations of race-goers will be 
a bit better behaved.”

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Pub celebrates as parking plans rejected

A pub landlord was delighted 
after planned parking changes he 
believed would kill every pub in 
Ewell village were rejected be¬ 
cause not enough residents sup¬ 
ported them. 

Surrey County Council had pro¬ 
posed to extend a residents’ park¬ 
ing scheme in Kingston Road that 
had caused a 30 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in trade in just two years for 
the Wheatsheaf pub in Kingston 
Road, Ewell. The existing scheme 
stretches from Chessington Road 
to the Wheatsheaf pub. 

The new plan would have seen 
the scheme extended up to the 
Eight Bells pub, further limiting 


the parking available to visitors. 

The plans were dismissed by 
the committee for Epsom and 
Ewell at the county council on 
Monday, December 7, because 
they received less than the re¬ 
quired 70 per cent approval rate 
from residents. 

The county council believed the 
new scheme could have enabled 
residents to park closer to their 
homes by discouraging com¬ 
muters and other non-residents 
parking during the operational 
hours - between 8.30am and 
6.30pm, Monday to Saturday. 

But Darren Huh, leaseholder of 
the Wheatsheaf pub in Kingston 


Road, Ewell, argued these hours 
would have inconvenienced po¬ 
tential customers so much that 
they would stop visiting his pub. 

Mr Huh said: “I’m absolutely 
delighted.” 

Councillor Michael Arthur was 
satisfied the outcome pleased res¬ 
idents as well as businesses and 
their customers. 

He said: “There is now no propos¬ 
al to extend the existing arrange¬ 
ments. Darren seemed happy 
about that. It would have made 
parking less free than it is now. 
Parking is available for anyone.”

Row over plans to 
close Wells Centre

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A dispute has erupted between 
Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council’s Residents’ Association 
group and opposition Conserva¬ 
tive and Labour councillors over 
a popular Epsom social centre. 

The RA voted to move services 
from the Wells Centre in Spa 
Drive, Epsom, to the Longmead 
Centre, in Sefton Road, during a 
full council meeting on Tuesday, 
December 8. 

It has been accused of burden¬ 
ing county councillors with pro¬ 
tecting the Wells Centre and not 
sufficiently consulting residents 
before the decision. 

RA leader Neil Dallen wrote to 
residents and the borough’s Con¬ 
servative county councillors, 
Karan Persand and Tina Moun¬ 
tain following a discussion with 
residents on Wednesday, Decem¬ 
ber 9, about the centre’s future. 

Coun Dallen said: “It was only 
after I went home from the meet¬ 
ing that I thought, this is Sur¬ 
rey’s responsibility - Epsom 


voluntarily runs the centre - so 
it should spend its money and do 
it. 

“There were roughly 150 peo¬ 
ple there, and I think most of 
them now understand that the 
future is in their hands. 

“They have to set up a man¬ 
agement committee for the tem¬ 
porary facility.” 

He also promised the centre 
would be available for hire until 
December 2016. 

Play groups and meetings of 
the over-55s club will continue at 
the centre while a task force of 
three RA councillors explore the 
possibilities of using the site for 
housing development. 

Conservative and Labour 
councillors were excluded from 
this task force. 

RA Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge said it had been “betrayed” 
by opposition councillors after 
news of the Wells Centre’s poten¬ 
tial closure was leaked in Conser¬ 
vative campaign leaflet ahead of 
the Epsom West by-election. 

Coun Dallen also said oppo¬ 
nents should have spoken 
against the potential closure 
sooner, rather than politicising 


the issue. 

Labour Councillor Kate Chinn 
first knew about the review of so¬ 
cial services while serving on the 
scrutiny committee in July. 

She said: “We tried to persuade 
the RA to keep it open when it was 
up for debate.” 

At the full council meeting on 
Tuesday, December 8, Councillor 
Tina Mountain lamented the deci¬ 
sions not to defer the vote until 
further consultation and to ex¬ 
clude opposition councillors from 
the three-person task force. 

She said: “We need social hous¬ 
ing, but not at the expense of iso¬ 
lating this entire community. 

“The RA made the decision ages 
ago, got caught out, and is now 
trying to pass the buck.” 

Coun Chinn said residents were 
the ones being betrayed by the de¬ 
cision to move adult services from 
the Wehs. 

She said: “Neil Dahen needs to 
stand by the courage of his con¬ 
victions and either close it and 
stand by that decision, or keep it 
open until other options are 
found.”

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Thousands of pounds of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money was used to fund 
trips for Surrey County Council 
officials to watch maths being 
taught in China and to speak at 
an American conference on Vic¬ 
torian periodicals, among other 
things. 

Figures obtained by the Epsom 
Guardian from the Freedom of 
Information Act show the coun¬ 
cil spent more than £6,300 on 
overseas trips for staff between 
November 2011 and December 
2014. 

In September 2014 it sent a pro¬ 
ject archivist from Surrey Histo¬ 
ry Centre to Delaware in the 
United States to present a paper 
on the Lushington family to the 


Conference of the Research Soci¬ 
ety for Victorian Periodicals. 

Accommodation cost the coun¬ 
cil £292.69 - and it also paid a 
conference fee of about £60. 

The council also spent more 
than £2,800 in a three-year period 
on networking events, confer¬ 
ences and EU meetings in Brus¬ 
sels, Bruges, Lille, Maastricht 
and Warsaw. 

In April 2014, it also sent an of¬ 
ficer and the cabinet member for 
schools to Shanghai to observe 
how maths is taught in Chinese 
schools, although the £1,520 for 
flights and accommodation were 
paid for through an HSBC grant. 

The schools also paid for the 
pair’s meals over the week. 

The council said: “Meals were 
paid for by Chinese schools as 
per their hospitality culture. 

“It would have been an insult to 
refuse or offer to pay.” 


The Taxpayers’ Alliance 
slammed the council, calling on 
councillors to tighten their belts 
amid central Government cuts. 

The council defended itself by 
saying value for money is at the 
centre of everything it does. 

A County Council spokesman 
said: “On occasions when trips 
abroad are made it is a matter of 
weighing up the long-term bene¬ 
fits with the cost. 

“Wherever possible, trips are 
wholly or partially paid for by 
external funding and others are 
made as part of a legal duty, for 
example to children in care. 

“All requests for trips will con¬ 
tinue to be carefully checked at a 
senior level on a case by case 
basis to ensure they represent 
value for money.” 

Since November 2011, 32 of 48 
trips abroad were paid for by 
Surrey County Council.

Downview to re-open as women's prison 


Reigate MP - and former prisons 
minister - Crispin Blunt has wel¬ 
comed the decision to fully re¬ 
open a women’s prison on the 
outskirts of Banstead by the 
summer. 

London’s Holloway Prison, 
branded “inadequate and anti¬ 
quated” by justice minister 
Michael Gove, is to close and 
prisoners will be transferred to 
Downview Prison, which origi¬ 
nally opened in 1989 as a male 
prison. 

Mr Blunt threw his support 


behind the Government’s deci¬ 
sion, saying it was a smart and 
pragmatic move. 

He said: “I think it’s a good 
thing Downview is re-opening. 

“Holloway was an old, expen¬ 
sive prison and Downview will 
have new, safer, improved facili¬ 
ties, which can ultimately pro¬ 
vide a better service and more 
humane conditions. 

“It will also bring in a lot of 
money for the local economy. 

“Presumably prison workers 
will move to the area, and so 


local businesses will undoubted¬ 
ly get a boost if there are more 
families around.” 

Reigate and Banstead borough 
council also backed the move, re¬ 
jecting the suggestion that re¬ 
opening a prison facility on the 
outskirts of Banstead would 
have a negative impact. 

A spokesman said: “Historical¬ 
ly, the prison has had little or no 
impact on the borough. 

“We wouldn’t anticipate this to 
change in the future and expect 
that the facility will be well run.”

Ofsted report was ‘flawed’ 


As a parent-governor of the Cor¬

Nothing was written in your re¬ 
port about the deep flaws intrinsic 
to the report and also of its clear 


mismatches with the equally 
flawed advice note written by Her 
Majesty’s chief inspector, Sir 
Michael Wilshaw, to the Educa¬ 
tion Secretary.

I am writing in response to the “In¬ 
adequate” faith school article in 
your issue of November 26 (Cor¬ 
nerstone School in Epsom to close 
after getting ‘inadequate’ Ofsted 
rating.) 

Due to the unavoidable decision 
to close the school at Christmas, 
the parents have had to relocate 
their children into other schools 
this term. There has been great 
sadness at the loss of this success¬ 
ful school and caring community. 

There are three points in the arti¬ 
cle I would like to address. 

Cornerstone pupils make many 
friends with different values and 
beliefs to their own. We have been 
commended for our pupils’ ability 
to mix well. They are taught in our 
school about different values and 
beliefs, with lively debate. 

The children all take part in the 
annual Christmas drama produc¬ 
tions, of a very high standard. Our 
pupils are often commended for 
their public speaking ability. They 
have music lessons and take part 
in the annual summer concert. 

We had systems in place to per¬ 
formance manage teachers and 
help them improve.

We feel we have been very 
badly treated by Ofsted and Sir 
Michael. 

The Ofsted inspection was a 
strict “tick box” process, which 
did not in any way accurately 
measure the performance of 
this highly successful school. 

Specific failings of the inspec¬ 
tion are: 1) the inspectors and 
the inspection framework were 
ill-equipped to inspect a small 
faith-based school; 2) they ig¬ 
nored the school’s many suc¬ 
cesses; 3) they misrepresented 
our curriculum, particularly 
with regard to the provision of 
art, music and technology; 4) 
they used unrepresentative evi¬ 
dence to make sweeping judge¬ 
ments; and 5) they ignored the 
views of parents. 

Our MP, Chris Grayling, has 
said he will request a public 
apology from Sir Michael for 
the flawed advice note. 

If the school were to remain 
open, he has also said he would 
have called for its re-inspection 
in the light of the clear failings 
of this Ofsted inspection. 

As a result of the inspection 
our (unsalaried) headmaster 
has taken the difficult decision 
to retire, and since no replace¬ 
ment is forthcoming we have 
with sadness decided to close 
the school. 

Fortunately many of our 
pupils have already found 
places in alternative nearby 
schools.

My thanks to this week’s author 
Anthony Anderson who has had 5 
Thoughts about multiple sclerosis. 

1. There is no cure. If you want to 
suggest a cure to me, please don’t. 
It’s not because I don’t appreciate 
the thought; and it’s not because I 
don’t want to get well. If there was 
something that cured MS we would 
know about it. 

2. 1 have to wear a catheter all day, 
every day. I wear a condom, 
connected to a bag on my leg, 
as the muscles in my bladder don’t 
work and are not under my control. 

One morning I asked my wife 
“Have you just washed the floor 
here?” 



“No?” she queried. 

“Then I’ve just wet myself”, I said, 
standing in a puddle of my own 
urine. I hadn’t even noticed that my 
bladder had let go of its own accord. 

3. Spasticity. It feels like I’ve got a 
diver’s boot on one leg. Try this out 
for yourself. Put a lead weight on 
one ankle (a diver’s belt will do) and 
a roller skate on the other. Try to 
balance using a walking stick. 

Give it a while to get used to 


tottering around with the weighted 
leg while the other foot tries to fly 
away from under you. 

4. It is an invisible disease. Having 
an invisible disability means things 
change before I realise that they 
have done so. Just because you 
can’t see the changes doesn’t mean 
they aren’t there. 

5. Spasms. A leg will start twitching 
uncontrollably. I can sit on the sofa 
watching TV or asleep at night and it 
feels like someone has just attached 
a car battery to me. One eye twitches 
back and forth as I read a newspaper 
or book or I’m crossing the road. 

All this amounts to is that I am doing 


a massive amount of work just exist¬ 
ing, before I start actually doing any¬ 
thing. And it’s exhausting. 

So, if I lose my temper from time to 
time you will know why. Because 
this is how I feel all the time. 

But do you want to know what re¬ 
ally amazes me? 

Not once, in six years, has my wife 
ever talked about leaving me. 

To my wife, I say THANK YOU.

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Residents fighting plans for ac¬ 
commodation to be built near bad¬ 
ger setts won a small victory as 
the council rejected an application 
without protection for nearby ani¬ 
mals and plants. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council planning officers refused 
Shrewsbury developers Logan¬ 
berry’s plans to build on land next 
to the railway populated with bad¬ 
gers, lizards, foxes, and stag bee¬ 
tles in Mill Road, Epsom, on 
Friday, November 27. 

The developer had previously 
had plans approved for 10 family 
homes and 77 student accommo¬ 
dation units to be built on the 


site in April and earlier this 
month respectively. 

Julie Morris, a landscape gar¬ 
dener who lives in the same road 
as the development, was pleased 
with the latest decision, but is still 
nervous any potential build would 
disrupt residents’ parking and af¬ 
fect wildlife. 

Although the site - between 
Epsom’s Mill Road and the rail¬ 
way - is not a conservation area, it 
is home to badgers, foxes, lizards, 
stag beetles and plants. 

Ray Ings, chairman of the East 
Surrey Badger Protection Society, 
is concerned about the effect that 
any build would have on the site. 

He said: “We want the greenbelt 
protected because it has a strate¬ 
gic role in protecting species and 
it is what gives the quality of the 
environment to our local area. 


“If we strip this away, we are 
just left with an urban continuum 
from the M25 to London.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Council planning officers, 
under delegation of authority 
rules, rejected the latest Mill 
Road application. 

“It was considered that this fur¬ 
ther application would result in a 
loss of a wildlife and biodiversity 
habitat, and appropriate mitiga¬ 
tion and compensatory measures 
had not been proposed that would 
facilitate the survival of the iden¬ 
tified protected species. 

“Further, the proposal would se¬ 
cure no net benefit to the bor¬ 
ough’s biodiversity.” 

David Waller of Renaissance 
Holdings, the agent handling Lo¬ 
ganberry’s application, did not 
wish to comment. 


Call for police to get bigger guns 


A serving police firearms officer 
has praised Surrey Police’s crime 
commissioner for bringing to light 
how unequipped officers on the 
street are against “active shooters 
with AK47s” following the 
tragedies of the Paris attacks. 

Kevin Hurley has spoken out 
about the plight of police officers 
who are “almost at the point 
where they can’t cope” and 
gangs that are “wising up” to the 
effect of budget cuts on police 
work. 

In an anonymous letter sent to 
Mr Hurley, which he posted on 
his Twitter profile, the officer 
said: “It is good to highlight this, 
especially as in general there is 
an overconfidence in our ability 
and an old fashioned view of how 
to face terrorists with high pow¬ 
ered automatic weapons.” 


The officer argued higher- 
powered weapons were needed 
for the forces, saying “you have 
to be more aggressive to begin 
with to take control and get the 
advantage”. 

The officer said that if he was to 
move from his “specialist team” 
he would be given “a smaller cali¬ 
bre single shot weapon with an ap- 
thetic number of rounds, similar 
to what your ARV teams are 
equipped with”, which he high¬ 
lights as not “logical”. 

He said: “My wife thinks I will 
get in trouble highlighting the 
above.” 

The letter finished telling Mr 
Hurley to keep up the good work, 
adding “it is vital we change the 
old fashioned firearms culture 
within the police force to give us 
a fighting chance when the 


worst happens.” 

On receiving the officer’s letter, 
Mr Hurley tweeted: “Police 
weapons and terrorists. 

“I am getting many such let¬ 
ters/tweets/emails from armed 
police officers.” 

Police narrowly missed a £25m 
cut to their budget in Chancellor 
George Osborne’s autumn 
spending review, which Mr Hur¬ 
ley said led to a “a great sigh of 
relief”. 

He said: “Following the atroci¬ 
ties in Paris and the consequent 
need for increased security all 
over Europe, it would have been 
irresponsible to reduce the num¬ 
ber of officers in the community 
who are not only the eyes and ears 
of counter terrorism policing, but 
invariably first on the scene when 
something terrible happens.”

In the Heart of the Sea tells the true story of the fight 
for survival that inspired Herman Melville’s Moby 
Dick. JIM PALMER caught up with the film’s stars. 


A udiences have grown fairly used to the 
star of a movie going to extreme 
lengths for a role, but how many times 
has a whole cast done so? 

In Oscar-winning director Ron Howard's In 
the Heart of the Sea - the true story of the 
sinking of the whaleship in 1820 that in¬ 
spired Herman Melville's Moby Dick - the ac¬ 
tors were required to look emaciated and 
starved for scenes where they had been 
stranded at sea. 

And so, after building themselves up to the 
buff physiques of professional sailors, they 
went on a gruelling diet and lost a substan¬ 
tial amount of weight. 

Cillian Murphy, who starred in 28 Days 
Later, plays the Essex's second mate, 
Matthew Joy. 

He says: "Ron told us he wanted to do this 
and wanted to do it as authentically as pos¬ 
sible and the thing about it is at the begin¬ 
ning we were on this regime to bulk up and 
we were in the gym. Everyone felt fantastic 
and looked fantastic. We were getting these 
amazing breakfasts and lunches and dinners 
and then it all came to an end and we had to 
begin the other half of the film. 

"Normally on a film like this you might 
send the actors off and say go away and 
come back when you're emaciated but with 
this we had to do it while we were shooting. 
So we dropped dramatically. Then inevitably, 
when you get loads of men together, it gets 
competitive." 

As his co-star Tom Holland, explained, the 
experience brought them closer: "When you 
get 21 guys and say 'sorry you can't eat for 




six weeks' they are obviously going to get on 
together," he says. 

"The weight loss accelerated our 
relationship to a point where we are all very 
close and it really did help us throughout 
the film because these men would have had 
relationships that are pretty unbreakable." 

The film's lead, Thor star Chris Hemsworth, 
adds: "It was unlike anything I had ever done 
before. It was like being part of a football 
team back in high school or something." 

Inevitably, the lack of food was a struggle 
and affected the actors but that again was a 
positive as far as the cast was concerned. 

Benjamin Walker, who plays the ship's cap¬ 
tain, says: "It's easier to seem exhausted and 
hungry when you are exhausted and 
hungry." 

At the heart of it all was a great script, 
based on the book by Nathaniel Philbrick, 
and a director in Howard that many of the 
cast were desperate to work with. 

Murphy says: "He did push us but he does 
it with such grace and he's such a warm indi¬ 
vidual. The director is like your general, your 
leader, you have to trust him and you want 
to realise his vision. The director sets the 
atmosphere, particularly for a film like this. 
We all wanted to do whatever Ron was ask¬ 
ing of us because we all love his films and we 
all mad about him as a person." 

In the Heart of the Sea (12A) is in cinemas 
December 26.

It's important to use your property 
viewing time effectively, otherwise you 
could end up missing something that 
will cost you dearly or make you regret 
your decision in the long run. Here are 
some tips to ensure you have a suc¬ 
cessful property viewing: 

Don't go to a Viewing Alone: The more 
pairs of eyes you have available when 
looking around a property the better. If 
you go to a viewing alone then you will 
most likely just be led around by the 
estate agent, listening to them tell you 
about all the great features a property 
has. 

Even if you are planning on buying a 
house alone, take a friend or family 
member with you to any viewings you 
have, and ask them to keep their eyes 
peeled for any red flags they spot 
when walking around the property.

View the Inside and Outside: At the 
start of the viewing the estate agent 
will usually take you through the front 
door and show you around the inside 
of the house before going back out the 
way you came in. When buying a house 
it's is important to get a thorough look 
at the outside too. 

Ask to see the garden, and if possible 
walk around the entire exterior of the 
property to check the walls, roof, pipes,

lems think about how expensive they 
could be to fix. If you do like the house, 
then you may want to arrange a pro¬ 
fessional survey to get a real assess¬ 
ment of the situation. 

Take Your Time: It's an exciting pro¬ 
cess buying a house, but it's important 
to not book too many viewings into a 
small time frame, as the last thing you 
want is to feel rushed while looking 
around your potential dream home. 

You should give yourself between 20 
and 30 minutes to view the inside of 
the property, and a further 20 minutes 
to look around the outside and walk 
around the area. Tell the estate agent 
at the start that you want to take your 
time looking around, and don't let 
them rush you. 

Don't Think of it as Your Home: 

It's really important that you leave any 
emotion at the door when viewing a 
property, as it is hard to have an objec¬ 


tive opinion of a place if you already 
feel some attachment 
towards it. 

Of course it's nice to walk into a 
house and immediately be able to 
imagine yourself living there, but you 
shouldn't walk around willing yourself 
to like a property, you need to make 
sure everything is right with it, and 
that takes a critical eye. 

View at Different Times of the Day: If 
you like a house and are considering 
buying it, then it's a good idea to have 
more than one viewing, just to check 
you didn't miss anything crucial and to 
ensure you actually like it as much as 
you think you do. 

Book one viewing for the daytime and 
one for the evening, as it will allow you 
to see how light the property is at dif¬ 
ferent times of the day.

1) Fireplaces give a room a focal 
point and character, and if they're 
functional, are a practical addition 
to reception rooms. eBay is a great 
place to find fireplaces of all 
styles, including period and repro¬ 
duction ones. While some are ex¬ 
pensive, many can be picked up 
for very little. You can buy fire¬ 
places fully restored, but others 
make a great DIY project. Painting 
a pine fireplace surround will 
quickly transform it, and rust can 
usually be banished with Ham- 
merite Kurust (£8.49 for 250ml, 
Halfords), metal paint that can be 
applied directly to rust, or in the 
case of polished metal surrounds 
that aren't designed to be painted, 
very fine sandpaper or metal pol¬ 
ish and fine wire wool. 

2) Just as a chimney breast with¬ 
out a fireplace is a sorry sight, so 
are period properties with ugly 
plastic windows. Lots of people 
like UPVC windows because 
they're double glazed and low 
maintenance, but some styles are 
more attractive and in keeping 
than others. UPVC sash windows 
are a good compromise and don't 
cost much more than UPVC case¬ 
ment windows from some suppli¬ 
ers. If you have a bigger budget, or 
your choice is restricted by plan¬ 
ning laws, period-style wooden 
windows are a beautiful and envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly alternative. 
The windows can make a big dif¬ 
ference to the appearance of your 
home. 

3) Replacing ugly or dated exteri¬ 
or doors can also make a huge dif¬ 
ference to your home's 
appearance. Wooden doors come 
in a large range of styles and as 
long as you pick one that suits the 
period of your home, it shouldn't 
date. If you can't afford new exte¬ 
rior doors, interior doors are gen¬ 
erally much cheaper. There are, of 
course, period-style reproduction 
doors, but nothing beats original 
ones, which you can find in archi¬ 
tectural salvage yards and on

eBay. Even better, lots of people 
throw out original doors when 
they renovate, so they're there for 
the taking. If the doors are in a 
poor state, save yourself a lot of 
time and effort by getting them 
professionally dipped and 
stripped - stripping them yourself 
is really hard work. 

4) Some of the easiest period- 
style features to add are ceiling 
roses, coving/cornicing and dado 
and picture rails - there's a big 
choice online and in DIY stores. 

5) Period flooring, whether stone 
or wood, can be expensive if 
you're buying reclaimed materials. 
Modern wooden flooring rarely 
looks like original floorboards, but 
stone is easier to replicate. Modern 
encaustic tiles are similar to Victo¬ 
rian ones and some companies 
specialise in laying them.
